THE DUELLISTS. 
A Tale of the “* Thirty Year’s War.’” 


While Lower Saxony was oppressed and ex- 
hausted by the Ausirian and Bavarian troops in 
the Thirty Year's War, the circle of Upper Saxo- 
ny had been preserved for a considerable period 
from military outrage by the cautious ortimed po- 
licy of the Elector, John George. At length the 
advance of the savage Tilly into his sigtes, in 
consequence of his ‘refusal to recede from the 
ireaty of Leipzic, and the successive captures 
of Merseburg, Naumburg, and other places of 
strength, compelled the Saxon prince to relin- 
quish his temporizing-policy, and te embrace the 
proffered alliance and protection of Gustavus 
Adolphus. This unexpected accession of strength 
determined the Swedish monarch to abandon the 
defensive system he had for some time. pursued, 
and to advance immediate:y upon Leipzic, which 
had also opened its gates to the Catholic general. 
At this dreadful crisis, when intelligence of the 
rapid advance of Tilly had spread consternation 
throughout the Electorate, and the dread of Aus- 
trian barbarity overbalanced the hope of deliver- 
ance by the Swedes, I had been officiating several 
months as curate in the populous village of B. in 
Upper Saxony. the atrocious cruelty of Tilly at 
Magdeburg was still fresh in or recollection, and 
the consternation of the villagers impelled them 
to seek relief from incessant and devout atien- 
dance at church. The bells were tolled hourly, 
and fervent prayers for divine assistance were 
succeeded by the sublime hymns of Luther, while 
around the portrait of the immortal! Reformer, 
large tapers were constantly burning, as before 
the altar of a saint. 

One day, while the congregation was singing 
with fervent devotion the tine hymn, beginning, 
“ The Lord is a tower of strength,”’ the churc 
door was abruptly thrown open, and a dusty cou- 
rier, in the Electoral uniform, rushed into the 
middle aisle. areas the organ ceased— 
the singers were mute, and every head was turn- 
ed in anxious anticipation of some momentous 
intelligence. The stranger advanced :xpidly to 
the altar, ascended the steps, waved his hat 
thrice above his head, and exclaimed in tones of 
loud and thrilling energy—** Rejoice, my dear 
fellow Christians, rejoice! The brave Lutherans 
have conquered—the battle of Leipzic is fought 
and won—7000 [nperialists lie dead On the field 
—Tilly has fied—and the great Gustayus Adol- 
phus and his army have returned thanks to God 
Almighty on their knees.”’

At this joyful and unexpected intelligence | 


every knee was bent, and every tip moved in 
thanksgiving; the pealing organ put all its

At the uni- 
versity, he was distifiguished by the classic ele- 
gence of his tall and slender person, by fastidi- 
pus refinement of mind and manners, by his tem- 
perance, diflidence and taciturnity in mized so- 
ciety, and by bis unceasing devotion to study. I 
now gazed n-arobust and military figure, 
whose light yellow jacket and polished stec! 
cuirass, announced the Swedish officer of dra- 
goons. His former diffidence of tone and man- 
net had vanished for ever, and was replaced by a 
Joud voice, an air of military frankness, and an 
imposing seif-possession which, however, became 
him well, and developed advantageously his pow- 
erful and well cultivated understanding. I con- 
gratulated him upon his improved appearance, 
and upon the rank he had attained in the service 
of the noble Gustavus. 

‘** [ need not explain to you,”’ he replied, with 
the air of a man wh@ is not ignorant of his own 
merits, ** by what process I have become a cap- 
tain of dragoons. Whenthe great drama of Eu- 
ropean politics grows serious, and the thrones of 
princes totter beneath them, the sons of nobles, 
and the minions of kings and ministers, yield to 
the force of events, and give place to men of ta- 
lent and energy.

Tilly and Wallénstein, al- 
theugh of noble birth, are sprang from indigence ; 
as are also Bucquoy and-Damprer. Johann von 
Wert was a peasant; General Beck, a shepherd; 
Stahlhantsch, a footman; and Field Marshal 
| Aldringer, a valet-de-chambre.”’ 


é entrance of a tall blue-eyed and fair-haired 
Swede, who covered my deal tabie with a nap- 
kin of white damask, placed upon it a bottle of 
wine with two green glazves, and disappeared.— 
Seifert filled two bumpers of costly Hochheimer, 
cand exclaimed with glowing enthusiasm—‘* Long 
live Gustavus Adolphus!”’ 

** Since I have known this great and admirable 
man, Albert,’ he continued, **I have ceaseé@ to 
indulge my fancy by building modelé of super- 
haman excellence. My day dreams are dissglv- 
ed, and my understanding and affections are oc- 
cupied by a splendid reality. What has not the 
heroic Gustavus conceived and accomplished !— 
A better man in every sense of the word, walks 
not the earth; nor has any soldier, of ancient or 
mederp times, made so many disceveries and 
improvements in military science. The Swedish 
— formerly comprised 3000 men, and 

phelpless and unwieldy as elephants. By 
reducing their numbers to 1200, he has enabled 
them to perform the most complex mancuvres 
with facility, and to move wit 
energy of Arabian coursers. Four surgeons of 
proved skill are attached to each regiment.— 
fore the introduction Of tite huriane and poli~ 
tic improvement, the wounded were left groaning 
on the field of battle, a prey to the vulture and 
the wolf. In the Austrian army there is no pro- 
vision of this nature; and Tilly himself, when 
marked with a Protestant sabre, was obliged to 
send to Halle for a surgeon. The brigading of 
troops—the firing en pelotons—the dragoon ser- 
vice; the short cannon, which carries farther than 
a long one; the new pike, and the cartridge-box, 
are but a portion of the inventions which we owe 
to Gustavus Adolphus. Every field-officer in the 
Swedish service is a worthy pupil of our heroic 
master, who fights alike in summer and in winter, 
and who has proved himself the best engineer 
wf his time, by his skill in the conduct of sieges, 
batteries and entrenchments. -When he drew 
hiseword in the Protéstant cause, and advanced 
like a hurricane into Germany, the military fops 
of Vienna called him the Snow-King, and 
predicted that he and his troops would melt in 
the summer heats. They httl knew the formi- 
dable enemy they had to encounter. But the 
more Sagacious Tilly shook his head when he 
heard this favorite jest of the Vienna circles, and 
was heard to say, that the snow-ball would pro- 
bably roll up into an avalanche. He had 
sufficient knowledge of human nature to fore- 
see a possibility, that the fresh and ardent 
religious zeal of the Swedish and German Pro- 
testants weuld eventually triumph over the 
worn-out fanatacism of the Catholic soldiery. 
To return to Gustavus, I could uttex volumes in 
praise of his eloquence, and of the talents dis- 
played in his letters, treaties, and manifestoes. 
His character, in short, exhibits a splendid com- 
bination of intrepidity and self-possession; of 
temperance and industry; of affability, clemen- 
cy and candour. To crown all, he is a good 
husband and father, a sound and fervent chris- 
tian; and may I fall into the taleps of old | illy, 
or of the devil, who is the -best of. the two, if I 
would not shed my blood for him as cheerfully, 
as I now pour out a bumper of old Rhine-wine 
to -his health.”’ 

I listened with growing amazement to my en- 
thusiastic friend, whose language and deport- 
ment had experienced a change as sirtking as 
the alteration in his person, I could not discern 
in the martial figure before me a vestige of the 
modest, taciturn, and temperate youth I had for- 
merly known, The fire of his eyes, and the 
stern compression of his lips, indicated a reso- 
lute and decided character; his language flowed 
like a torrent; and he had so entirely subdued 
his dislike to the bottle, thet, in the ardour of 
his eulogium, he swallowed suceessive bumpefs, 
without observing that I had limited myself to a 
single glass.

PENALTY OF DEATH FOR FORGERY—MR. 
JUSTICE PARK AND JOSEPH HUNTON, 
Another Extraordinary Case.—When the 
jury who had found Wm. Abbott guilty of an 
attempt on the life of his wife, recommended 
him to mercy, the Reeorder told them that their 
recommendation should be carefully conveyed 
to the proper quarter. When to the verdict 
against Joseph Hunton, for forgery, was added 
a like recommendation, Mr. Justice Park imme- 
diately told the jury that it would be of no avail. 
And why did this latter my convey to the Bench 
any wish of the kind? Not assuredly because 
they did not consider the crime of which they 
had found the prisoner guilty a very heavy one, 
or one which did not merit an adequate punish- 
ment—no, but because they partook of the 
growing conviction—a conviction entertained 
by thousands, and among them some of the 
wisest and best of mankind,—that the penalty 
of death for forgery is too severe—that, being 
the heaviest which the law can inflict, it ought 
to be limited to the perpetrators of extreme of- 
fences,—the committers of ruffian violence upon 
the person, and the inhuman shedders of blood. 
Mr. Justice Park, indeed, may not be of this 
opinion; yet why should he have gone out of 
his way, just at the moment when the appalling 
sentence of guiity had fallen upon the eager ear 
of the agitated prisoner, to strike from a fallen 
fellow creature that last stay of the wretched, 
the faint hope of an escape from a public and 
ignominious death? How can Mr. Justice Park 
be so very certain that the recommendation of 
the jury will be of no avail? The time will come 
in England, as it has already-come in many 
civilized countries, when some other punishment 
than that of death will be found for the crime 
of forgery. It is quite clear that this infliction 
does not prevent the commission of the offence, 
and it is to be doubted whether it deters more 
than would one in the next degree of severity. 
That many offenders escape from punishment 
altogether, because of its terrible consequences, 
is quite noterious; for seme persons would nq 
more think of having a man put to death for de- 
frauding them of money, than the7 would think 
of filling the office of executioner in order to ob- 
tain it. In fact, this extreme infliction shbcks 
the general feeling. Yoo cannot persuade any 
one that a morderer and a forger equally merit 
death. The crime of Wm. Abbott, deliberate 
and shocking es it was, is not, perhaps, one of 
the very worst ef its kind; but who, fer one in- 
stant, will that of Joseph Hunton en a level 
with it? Yet the law apportions alike punish- 
ment to each.

CONGRESS. 

In the Senate, Wednesday, Dec. 80, the bill 
making appropriations for the service of the 
Government in the first quarter of the year 1829 
was passed. Mr. Foor presented a memorial 
from sundry inhabitants of Worthington, in the 
State of Connecticut, praying that the trans- 
portation of the mail on the Sabbath may be 
discontinued. The memorial was referred to 
the Committce on the Post Office and Post 
Roads. The bill allowing an additional draw- 
back on imported Sugar refined in this country, 
and exported therefrom, was taken up and dis- 
cussed for about two hours. 

The House of Representatives, after disposing 
of the various resolutions which were submitted, 
resumed, in Committee of the Whole on the 
state of the Union, the consideration of the Bill 
to authorize the occupation of the Oregon Terri- 
tory. ‘Ibe bill was opposed by Messrs, Mitchell, 
Gorham, and Drayton, and supported by Mr. 
Richardson. 

Mr. Strrone then obtaived the floor, but 
yieldedto Mr. Poux, who suggested that the 
Committee should rise, and be discharged from 
the further consideration of the subject, and that 
the bill should be recommitted with instructions. 
The Committee, on motion of Mr. Strona, 
then rose and reported progress. Mr. Po.x 
then moved that the Committee of the Whole on 
the state of the Union be discharged from the 
further consideration of the bill, and that it be 
referred to the Committee on the Territories, 
(the Committee which reported the bill having 
ceased to exist,) with instructions to amend it, 
by ini®oducing a clause extending the jurisdic- 
tion of the Courts of Michigan to the Territory. 
and also authorising the sending out of a party 
of exploration, to survey and make report of the 
condition and character of the country. Before 
any question was taken on this motion the House 
adjourned.

Jacob Butts, Esq. of the town of Laurens, N. 
Y. committed suicide on the 22d inst. by hang- 
ing himself in his barn. He was a man in easy 
circumstances, highly respected, and rising of 
sixty years old. 

The Legislature of New-Jersey meet in’ Tren- 
ton, agreeably to adjournment, on the 6th inst. 

There were 285 convicts in the Massachusetts 
State Prison on the 30th Neptember 1827, since 
which 104 have been received, 77 have been dis- 
charged, 14 pardoned, 4 died, 2 escaped, and 4 
discharged by the Supreme Court, leaving the 
number on the 30th Sept, 1828, 290. Of the 
present convicts one sixth are coloured persons.

PENNSYLVANIA CANAL. 

Western Division.—We are informed that the 
water was passed over the large aqueduct at 
Freeport with perfect safety.- [n a few days the 
water will be let into the Canal the whole dis- 
tance from Kiskiminetas to Pittsburgh. All the 
difficult places on the Canal, from the Salt Works 
to this place, are already surmounted, and the 
salt boats are now aetively navigating ‘it for a 
considerable distance, free from impediments or 
danger. It is expected that in about two weeks 
the navigation will be open as low as Blairsville. 
— Pittsburgh Statesman. 

We know not who can expect the navigation 
of the Canal to be open from Blairsville so soon 
as stated by the Statesman. Certainly not the 
Commissioners, Engineers, or Contractors.— 
They know that the tunnel, eight miles below 
this, is not yet completed through the rock; and 
that, in some places, the earth has net been 
touched by spade, pick or shovel, on the line of 
canal. Perhaps the editor of the Statesman has 
been led to express this expectation by a para- 
graph in the Governor’s Message. His Excelien- 
cy uses words of caution in that paragraph, not 
pledging his own veracity, but giving it as hear- 
say ovly. ‘the canal will not be in a condition 
to receive the water, at all events not fit for na- 
vigation from this place, much before this time 
next year. The tunnel on the Coftemaugh is 
not expected to be completed before the first of 
May or June next. We do not see why the trué 
state of this work should be concealed, or why it 
was represented to the Governor so differently 
from the truth.— Blairsville Record.
